He is 
hiring several deaf men to make the 
paddles, for which he has already 
received big orders from various re- 
sorts ail over the country for the 
next Summer. Mrs. Huffstater is 
taking charge of the store in Clay- 
ton during her husband's absence 
this winter, Mr. Huffstater is a 
product of the Rome School for the 
Deaf, under the late Principal Kd- 
wood B. Nelson.

Otis A. Belts, rrincipal of the 
School for the Deaf in Rome, on 
February 14th, presented to the 
trustees the 46th annual report of 
that school, which shows that the 
total registration since the .school 
o{)ened was 994 pupils, and during 
the past year there were 72 Iwys and 
45 girls. The object of this school 
is to provide a place for proi)er educa- 
tion to the deaf who cannot be taught 
in pnblic schools. The school main- 
tains a well-drilled troop of Boy 
Scouts. 

A request is made for better fire 
protection in the buildings. The 
school has no regular equipped gym- 
nasium. Several new teachersi have 
been engaged to take the places of 
those who have gone to other insti- 
tutions. Recommendation is made 
for better training facilities in colleges 
for teachers; also better pay to get 
the best instructors ix).ssible. The 
causes for deafness of pupils are 
adenoids, aphasia, burns, catarrh, 
convulsions, dog bite, diphtheria, 
earache, fall, fever, lagrippe, mea- 
sles, meningitis, pneumonia, scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever and whooping 
cough, this being the record of pupils 
who have entered this institution.

Kenneth, of Waterville, were in 
Utica, on business a short time ago.

At the 
conclusion of the last game, Amos 
Winchell, of Clark Mills, perform- 
ed many strange magic tricks, 
much to the amusement as well as 
enjoyment of spectators. He de- 
served the hearty the thanks of all 
who attended. 

At Conkling Park here, on Jtin- 
uary, there was a big sport carnival 
for Utica Boy Scouts, among whom 
being several sons of deaf parents of 
this city. Among the events a to- 
boggan race was hotly contested. 
A large number of boys Jook part in 
it. Francis McCabe, 15 years old, 
of Scout Troop 20, made the course 
in 14 4-5 seconds on two different 
occasions, and this fact together with 
his evident skill in manipulating his 
toboggan, was the cause of his being 
awarded the first prize, so the re- 
porters of the local papers said. 
Francis received his toboggan as a 
gift from his parents last Christmas. 
He is a patrol leader, with his brother 
Ralph as assistant, of Boy Scout 
Troop 20. Francis is attending the 
Utica Free Academy.

Orders. In the Division of Albniiy. 
I-'or twenty-five years a faithful student 
of the I/ord and 'minister of the Gospel 
AinouK his silent iloi-k in the Dioceses of 
Albany, Central New York and Western. 
New York, and at one time with the Dio- 
cese of Vermont. 

This tablet is erected by the (leaf to 
whom he ministered. In grnteful remem- 
brance of his helpful service to them." 
June 13, 1930. 

The size of the tablet is 31 x 45. 
It was donated by the deaf memWrs 
of Rev. VanAllen's Church and their 



friends, through of A. T. Bailey's 
work.

Alfred liernhard Nobel, a Nor- 
wegian, and the Inventor of dyna 
mite, left his great fortune in trust 
for the establishment of five annual 
prizes. Interest on the projterty 
has made each prize worth about 
forty thousand dollars Three of 
the prizes were founded for excel 
leuce in physics, chemistiy and 
medicine, Another was destined 
for the person or society that during 
Ihe year preceding the award had 
rendered the greate.st service in the 
furtherance of interualioual brother- 
hood. Anothei was to be given to 
the person who had produced the 
most KMuarkable work of • an ideal- 
istic character in the world of Ittttis 
The Nobel peace prize is awarded 
by a committee of five persons 
elected l>y the Norwegian Storthing 
(Parliament) The awaid is made 
public ou the auniveisary of the day 
of Dr. Nol)er8 death, December 10. 
The prize may be bestowed on two 
l>ersons, with one half on each, and 
must be awarded at least once in 
five years. 

The 1920 peace pri«e was confer- 
led on President MViKson in recogni- 
tion of his efforts toward making 
world peace a reality. The ceie 
mony of awarding the piizo was 
held as usual in the Storthing and 
the President wrote the following 
message of acceptance: — 

" May I uottake this (ncif^ion to 
express ray respect for the faisight 
ed wisdom of the founder in arrang- 
ing for a continuing system of 
awards If there were but one such 
prize, or if this weie to be live last, 
I eon Id not, of course, accept it. I 
am convinced that our generation 
has despite its wounds made nota 
ble progiess. But It is th^ lietter 
part of wisdom to consider our 
work as only begun. It will be a 
continuing labor. In the Indefinite 
course of years liefore us there will be 
abundant opportunity for others to 
distiniiuish themselves iu the 
crusade against hste und fear aud 
war." 

The only two Americans who 
have in the past received the Nobel 
peace prize w^re Theodore Roose- 
velt iu 190G and Elihu Root in 1912. 
The prize for the finest work done 
in literature during the past year was 
awarded to a Norwegian author, 
Knut Hamsun. His life has l>een 
so varied and his career so similar 
to the sort that we are apt to regard 
as " typically American," that it 
might l)e of iuterebt to our readers. 
Knut Hamsun is said to have 
come to America while young and 
worked on a faim in North Dakota. 
He went to Chicago, nm\ was 
conductor on a horse oar; this was 
nearly forty years ago. As the 
story goes, Mr Hamsun lost his job 
because he used to get iiitorestetl in 
a book and foiget to ring up fares. 
He went back to Norway in 1890, 
and his first book, a volume of 
poems, was published in J893. 

Mr. Hamsun is sixty jeais old; he 
was born in oue of the central Nor- 
way valleys When he was four 
years old his family moved away up 
north, where there is but one day 
aud one ulgUl iu a year. He has 



been a coalheaver, a road-mender, a 
school teacher, surveyer, farm- 
hand, street car conductor, lecturer, 
and newsnsper writer. He is con- 
sidered the greatfst living writer of 
fiction iu Scandinavia. One of his 
books is a study of American litera 
ture. 

The Norwegian and Danish 
writers are more Bloomy than ours. 
The people of different lauds have 
different views of life. But the best 
Isterature of any nation is of in- 
terest to other nations, because it is 
itjterestiug to know what other 
peoples think of life. — Rocbesier 
Advocate

AN APPEAL. 

After five years of warfare, peace 
has come to us at last. But the 
war has had dire results for German 
deaf-mutes. Today the number of 
unemployed in Germany is greater 
than ever. In Berlin there are at 
the present time 400,000 unemploy- 
ed, among whom, unfortunately, are 
many deaf-mutes. Moreover, in 
times of business depression, the 
latter are the first to be discharged 
by their employers and the last to 
l>e re-employed. Many have been 
out of work for many weeks, are 
without funds, and therefore must 
starve aud die. The children of 
deaf-mute parents suffer most, due 
to the fact that during the war they 
were greatly undernourished and 
still very much underfed. The 
Christmas season is now approach- 
ing, but the deaf-mutes of Germany 
will not have an opportunity to 
celebrate the Yuletide festival. 

I, therefore, most urgently re- 
quest that American deaf-mutes re- 
spond readily to this very Imjior- 
tant appeal, and that they kindly

PoK some time the Connecticut 
newspapers have been dicnssing the 
lamentable conditions existing at the 
Mystic Oral School for the Deaf. 

The outcome of the matter was a 
proposal that the State acquire the 
property, and the legislature of 1919 
appropriated $20,000, which was the 
price agreed upon. The payment of 
the money has not been made, " ow- 
ing to inability to definitely place the 
status of the school." 

If the transfer of the property is 
made, U is suggested that a board of 
five trustees be appointed by the 
Governor, who would he empov;'cred 
to engage a superintendent, teachers, 
etc. 

The present head of the school is 
Mr. W. J. Tucker, and he has peti- 
tioned the legislature for funds to 
supply the physical needs of the 
ptipils. According to Mr. Tucker 
the pupils are in dire want for such 
necessities as blankets and bedding. 
He says that the pupils appealed for 
blankets during a recent cold spell, 
and he could not provide them. 
That the bed mattresses were actu- 
ally worth nothing and should be 
burned— in some cases pupils were 
actually sleeping upon the bed 
springs. The superintendent's pa- 
thetic picture brings to mind Dickens' 
Dotbeboy's Hall, in which Mr. 
Wackford Squeers figures as the 
propulsive power in intellectual ele- 
vation. 

It is probable that the State will I 
merge the Mystic School with the I 
American School for the Deaf at 
Hartford. Next year the buildings 
of this pioneer educational establish- 
ment will be ready for occupancy, 
and will have plenty of room, 
all the comforts of home, and teachers 
of high ability and great experience. 
The emphases on oro/ instruction will 
offer no obstacle, for the Hartford 
School gives great attention to that 
phase of the education of the deaf, 
and has specialists skilled in that 
line of work.

Cauio, 
the head of the tronpe and the chief 
actor, with Nedda, his wife, come 
npon the scene in a cart drawn by 
a pony. Tonio, a player, infantat- 
ed with Nedda, tries to pay her 
attentions. The villagerH warn 
Canio and tell him that lie must 
keep an eye on Tonio. Canio 
speaks in a significant manner by 
telling them that it is not a game 
worth playing. 

It is all right on the Htage but in 
real life — that's different. After 
Canio gofw off with the vi'la^e'rs to 
an ina to caroase, Nedda begins to 
pour ont her feelings in a beantifnl 
song. At the end uf the song, she 
is surprised to see Tonio lounging 
against a tree near her, and rhIch 
him why be was not with Canio. 
Tonio proceeds to make love to her, 
but she repudiates bis advances with 
scorn. 

Enraged by her manner, he vows 
vergeance and leaves her. Here 
Silvio, a villager in love with Nedda, 
and whose love is reciprocated, 
appears. Nedda is frightened and 
tries to make him go awfiy, but with 
ont avail. Amorous words are ex- 
changed. Silvio tries to inducv 
Nedda to fly with him, and she 
finally consents to do so after the 
play the same evening. 

Meanwhile Tonio's f,ongae has 
l>een busy putting Canio wise, 
Tonio, lieppe and Cauio appear on 
the scene just as Nedda tells Silvio 
that she will be at their trysting 
place that night. Canio bears thene 
words, bnt does not see Silvio. He 
goes in hot pursuit after Nedda's 
lover bnt falls to get him. Return- 
ing exHHperated, be demands his 
name off Nedda. She refuses to 
give it. Canio, consumed by wrath, 
attempts to take her life, bnt is 
prevented by Beppe. 

The act cIosm with Canio telling 
himself to be brave, and allbongh 
bis heart is hot with pansioo nnd he 
is maddened by hin wife's unfaith- 
fulness, to play bis part as if he had 
no feeling, which was all be h»d to 
do. 

The second act opens with the 
arrival of the villagers to see the 
play. The curtains of the inner 
stage are drawn aside. Nedda, as 
Columbine, is getting things ready 
on the table for a repast. She 
bears soft strains of the gnitar from 
outside and opens her window.
